The Hartnell Panthers proved themselves one of the best 
junior college teams in Northern California by virtue. of 
their 39-13 pasting of the Porterville Pirates last Saturday 
night, The Panthers went all out in the first half to mark 
up five touchdowns to one for Porterville.

Marty Norman began the scoring 
parade when early in the first 
quarter he broke away on the Pan- 
ther 22-yard line to go 79 yards 
to paydirt. Futilely attempting to 
catch the fleet-footed quarterback 
was the entire Pirate defensive back- 
field, but it lost out after a fifty- 
yard pursuit. The try for extra 
point was not good. 

Porterville came roaring back on 
the heels of a 60-yard pass play 
from Nanmura to Hill. The game 
was tied when Nanmura sneaked 
over, but the entire Panther line 
combined efforts to block the con- 
version attempt. So“the score stood 
6-6 with only seven minutes hay- 
ing elapsed in the ball game. 

Hartnell’s second score was set 
up by a 30-yard pass from Nor. 
man to Tony Teresa who was fi- 
nally halted on the 3-yard line. 
Clive Bullian went over, and Nor- 
man’s kick was good, 13-6. 

Leaving no less than half the Por- 
terville players on the ground after 
vainly trying to halt him, Teresa 
galloped spectacularly 39 yards into 
the end zone for Hartnell’s third 
score.
